Gov. Waite Iesues a Proclamation Upon 
the Duties of Colorado Sheriffs. 
DENVER, Colo,, May 26.—At a late hour this 
evening Gov. Waite issued a proclamation 
aimed at the armea deputies to disperse. 
Gov. Waite states that the constitution of 
the State of Colorado does not authorize the 


assembling ofa multitude of armed men d 
either individuals cor — 21 
right.

If an insurrection exists the Gov- 
ernor must act. 

The laws of the State declares that ft shall 
not be lawful any bodyof men other 
than the militia toassembie. The collecting 
and arming of deputies from counties other 
than the one in which trouble may occur is 
clearly against the law. The fact that prop- 
erty is in danger of destruction is sufficient 
ground for calling upon the city and county 
authorities, but it is not sufficient to warrant

The State militia can suppress an insur- 
rection, butit cannot be Calied upon to guard 
from injury any private property. The 
proclamation states that the Governor has 
no personal Knowledge of the trouble in the 
Cripple Creek region. Some months ago 
however, he was informed of an uprising in 
that locality and sent five companies of mili- 
tia there to restore order, but the Adjutant- 
General found no uprising there. 

In view ofthe provisions of the constitu- 
tion and laws ofthe State, all good citizens 
are commanded tolay down their arms and 
peaceably disperse. 

Immediately upon signing the proclama- 
— — order calling out the militia was 
written. 


GOV. WAITE’S POSITION. 


Denver Officers Have No Right to Invade 
Cripple Creek Territory. 
DENVER, Oolo., May 2 —The cause of the 
striking miners at Cri ple Creek is warmly 
espoused by Gov. Wait aimself, who does not 


hesitate to declare his sympathy with the 
miners. ’ 

He asked Atty.-Gen. naly for an opinion 
as to the right ofa sheriff to obtain an armed 
force from another county than that in 
which he is an officer. The Attorney-General 
has returned a written opinion, that the 
organization of armed forces of men in 
Arapahoe County to march to or enter El 
Paso County forthe purpose alleged, is con- 
spiracy to do or aid in an unlawful act, and 
all persons members of such armed force or 
co-operating to organize or to send or trans- 
port same into one county from another are 
guilty ofa — 4 to do an unlawful act, 
and the depu ug of such men to act as 
deputy sheriffs by the Sherif, of Bl Paso 
County is a violation of law. 

The Attorney-General adds: In case EI 
Paso County uses the armed force as deputy 
sheriffs or as a posse comitatus anda riot or 
insurrection Is precipitated by reason there- 
of, and said armed force acts independently 
of said Sherif and a riot or insurrection en- 
sues by reason ofan armed conflict with 
others, the Chief Executive of the 
State should preserve the 
of the commonwealth, even i 
should become necessary to call 
the entire military torce of the state. 

Gov. Waite said to-day: It is my duty to 
stop this row. Ishall issue a proclamation 
calling on all armed citizens to resume their 
daily avocations and upon all lawless bodies 


„Those men from Denver who are under 
arms at Cripple Creek are, to my mind, riot- 
ers and an illegal body. In directing all ille- 
gal bodies to disperse, those deputies must 
take cognizance of the warning just as much 
as any and all other bodies. 

At the Sheriff’s office in this county the 
Governor’s prociamation is regarded with 
more dread than the possibility of a conflict 
with the miners. 

**Sherif Bowers will not disperse his men 
if he is the man I think he 1s, began Sherif 
Burchinel.

TURNED BACK. 


The Indiana Miners Failed to In- 
vade Pana. 


Over 2000 Men With Arms Were 
Ready to Meet the Mob. 


WISE COUNSEL OF LEADERS INDUCED 
THE STRIKERS TO RETREAT. 


They Were Side-Tracked at Terre Haute 
and the Railway Abandoned the 
Train—The Streets of Pana Filled 
With Sheriff's Deputies—Militia on 
the Way to the Scene—Arms and 
Ammunition Shipped From Spring 
field. 


Pawa, II., May 26.—The news from Terre 
Haute that the force of invading miners from 
Indiana had finally concluded to abandon 
their purpose of coming to Pana to-night 
and force the mines here to close down, 
causes the people to breathe easier. 

This afternoon the city had a de- 
cidedly military aspect. At least 2,000 
men had been enrolled by the Sherif and 
well armed with Winchester rifies and other 
first-class weapons to meet the invaders, 
and they were confident that they could cope 
with any force that might come against 
them. 

Gov. Altgeld had been appealed to for as - 
sistance, and arms and ammunition was 
shipped here in large quantities to-day. 

The wires were kept warm between dere 
and Terre Haute, when it was known the 
Indiana miners were sidetracked by the re- 
fusal of the Big Four officials to run trains. 
No trains came in over that line from Terre 
Haute to-day. Dispatches were sent notify- 
ing the invaders what was in store for 
them if they persisted in their purpose 
to make an attack on the Pana mines. 
Preparations had been made to tear up the 
track of the rallway outside the city and 
stop the train before itarrived here. Then 
the miners would have been called upon to 
surrender to the Sheriff, and if te had re- 
fused force would have deen used. 

There is little doubt that a bloody conflict 
has been averted by the action of the leaders 
at Terre Haute, who prevailed on the strikers 
to return to Brazil and the other points from 
which they came. 

The statement that the Big Four road offi- 
cialis bad agreed to giveall tha miners Who 
wish to come to Pana passes, is denied 
here and the denial is backed up 
the fact that the New Tork 
Express, westward bound, ran over the 
Vandalia line to Effingham; then over the 
lillinois Central to Mattoon, and from that 
place on to St. Louis. Also, permission has 
been granted to citizens to tear up the track 
at any points they may desire to prevent any 
train carrying strikers from even reaching 
this point. Another supply of arms was re- 
ceived and distributed to-night. 

Many ofthe citizens are still excited but 
the conservative men expect no trouble. 
Deputy Sheriff are on guard at the four 
eri Johnson is not hereto-night. The 
deputies are in charge of Deputy Sherif 
Roseberry. Asst. Adjt.-Gen. Hugh . 
Bayle of the State Militia, arrived here 
this evening from Centralia. He reports that 
Gov. Altgeld has ordered five companies of 
militia here from Springfield, and they are 
expected at midnight. The only fear now is 
that the menattTerre Haute may steal a 
train, as did the Duquoin men, and come on. J} 
A. Crawford, President of the Illinois miners 
is Known to have said that the Pana men 
must come out. Sooner or later a force is 
expected here to bring them ont, but 
whether it will be to-night or not is a 
question.

GOV. PATTISON OF THE WAY TO A con-

He Wants to Learn the Strikers’ side of 
the Story—A Fairly Quiet Day in the 
Coke Region—Inquests on the Bodies 
of the Men Slain at Stickle Hollow— 
Mining Troubles in Misscuri and 
Other States.

PirTsBurG, Pa., May 2%.—Three men re- 
ported killed and a half dozen injured 
in a fight between striking miners and 
workers near Imperial, in Allegheny County. 
The place is remote, and it is well 
nigh impossible to obtain accurate informa- 
tion. One man is known to be dead and 
probably he is the only one, He was Jacob 
Sepp, employed by the Imperial Coal CO. He 
was caught dy strikers and in the fight 
was shot dead. The assailants numbered a 
thousand gathered from Moon Run and other 
points. They had stopped at ali the country 
pits along the road and stopped the foremen 
from taxing out coal, and at Imperial 
went from house to house intimidating the 
workers. After Sepp had been clubbed and 
shot a squad of deputies rushed up 
firing as they came. The mod became panic 
stricken and ran for their ives. Trouble 
Is expected to break out at Moon Run on 
Monday, when an attempt will be made to 
start some of the mines. A riot is also 
promised at Tom's Run, where a few men 
were working. 


GOV. PATTISON’S MISSION. 

HOUTZDALE, Pa., May 26.—The miners of 
Houtgdale were surprised to receive a 
message from Gov. Pattison, stating 
that he was on his way to confer 
with them. No arrangements had been 
made, but at the Oentral Hotel thousands 
called to shake the Governor’s hand. Adjt.- 
Gen. Greenland said to a correspondent: 
The «Governer and, in fact, all of the 
party have felt for some time that 
the labor troubles throughout the State have 
reached the point that the trouble may be 
expected at any moment, and deing ac- 
quainted with the operators’ side of the 
story, the Governor thought it necessary 
to learn the otter side and to get that side 
in an intelligent manner from reliabie men, 
Without anyone in Harrisburg knowing 
where he was going, he set out for here. 

All the labor leaders in this section are 
here. After supper the governor and a num- 
der of leading miners hada conference in 
which the whole situation was gone over. 
The men told the Governor that they were 
in the hands of the National Board. The 
Governor agreed to act as arbitrator and 
urged the men to compromise their differ- 
ences and warned them to beware of coming 
in confiict with the law.

A Lawyer and Journalist Fight in New

Accordingly they repaired to 
an open field inthe three hacks and under 
the rays from a gas lamp fought until Crow- 
ley fell into the arms of his seconds. 

The seconds for Goldsmith were For- 
est Cook and Joseph Bundy, and 
Ambrose Lambert and a man named 
Grover for Crowley. The referee 
was a man named Toomey and the party 
were accompanied by a young divinity stu- 
dent named Vincent.

Mr. Havemeyer 
then contended thattheonly proper duty 
to impose on sugar was an ad valorem duty 
of % per cent. Perhaps the investigating 
committee can see no connection between 
this statement of Mr. Havemeyer and the 
fact that the 2 cent ad valorem is 
ef recommended by the Finance Commit- 
ee. 
The first change made in the ‘‘original’’ 
Senate schedule was that incorporating the 
Dutch Standard test, which aiso had been 
advocated by the trust. The representatives 
of the trust were inthe city and rumors 
were afioat that further changes would be 
made, but what they were members of the 
Finance Committee refused to make public. 
During this period of silence, sugar contin- 
ued to rise until it reached, on April 27, the 
high point ot 103%. Secretary Carlisle, two 
days later, gave out an interview which fur- 
nished the first official information of the re- 
port that the sugar schedule was to be 
changed to an ad valorem basis. Sugar on 
the following Monday ran upto107%. These 
are facts which the committee can easily es- 
tablish. 
MIGHT CALL HAVEMEYER. 

Three distinct and important changes were 
made in the sugar schedule while it was 
pending before the Finance Committee, and 
every change was followed by an advance in 


sugar stock. These facts are not secrets, 
andthe committee’s report cannot fall to 
furnish some explanation of cause and 
effect. Ifthe committee desires to get some 
light on this point they should apply to 
Mr. Henry O. Havemeyer, who might 
give them some Ofgures as to the additional 
profits to the sugar trust that will 
accrue from the operation of the sugar 
schedule as it had been finally revised. air. 
Havemeyer has refused to furnish the Gov- 
ernment census officer with information 
about the business of the trust, and 
it would be interesting to find out 
how the committee and inquiries on 
this line would be answered. Mr. Searles also 
might be able to tell about his conference 
with Senators in his rooms at the Shoreham 
Hotel, Newspaper men cannot give any of- 
ficial information in regard to these facts, 
and the inquiry touching this feature of the 
investigation should not be delayed until Mr. 
Havemeyer sails for Europe. The committee 
might also inquire of Senator Mills his rea- 
sons for refusing to get Mr. Havemeyer, al- 
though he carried a letter of introduction 
from the Secretary ofthe Treasury. Senator 
Voorhees may also be able to throw some 
important light on the subject, and there are 
other Senators who are in possession of in- 
formation on this point. 

Senator Brice should make an important 
witness before the committee, and his in- 
terview of May 20 might be made the basis 
of some iateresting questions. The resolu- 
tions of investigation cali for an inquiry into 
the report that the sugar trust contributed 
to the National campaign funds of 1892, and 
the committee has endeavored to force Mr.

Fears of Foul Play Zatertained — Was 
Employed at the Missouri Car and 
Foundry Co., and Hes Not Been Seen 
Since Friday Evening—His Mother-in- 
Law's Opinion. 


Not the sligntest ciew has been odtained to 
the whereabouts of George E. Thomas, a 
young man of scholarly attainments, a High 
School graduate with an ambition to become 
a Congregational minister, who mysteriously 
disappeared. A most Giligent search since 
Friday evening by his relatives and friends 
has resulted in nothing. 

Thomas wasjiast seen Friday evening even- 
ing about 6:18 o’clock by Mr. Fred Bixby. 
Messrs. Bixby and Thomas are both em- 
ployes ofthe Missouri Car Wheel Foundry 
Co., the former as buyer and the latter as 
storekeeper. They left the company’s plant at 
Anna street and the Iron Mountain tracks 
a bout 6 o'clock Friday evening and boarded 
a Broadway car. They alighted at Chestnut 
street and Bixby went up into the 
company’s office in the Houser build- 
ing. He asked Thomas to come up 
with him, but the latter declined, remarking 
that he would go straight home. Thomas 
has not been seen since. 

DID NOT GO HOME. 

He did not go to his home, 5963 Bartmer 
avenue, where be resided with his wife 
and son, Bernard DeWitt Chandler Thomas, 
and his mother-in-law, Mrs. M. A. smith. 
As he was a man who never remained away 
from home at night without notifying the 
folks, they naturally became alarmed at 
his fallure to come home or send word 
as to his reason for adsenting 
himself, His wife was dreadfully 


worried when he failed to show up all night 
and early Saturday morning went to the 
office of the Missouri Car and Foundry Co. in 
search of him. There she found that 
he had not turned up for work 
that day and she accordingly ex- 
plained the facts in the case to Secretary 
Melville Sawyer, who reported the matter to 
the police. They telephoned his description 
a dout town and hunted high ana low for 
him yesterday and last night without avail. 
Mr. Thomas’ father, who lives on North 
Market street, and his brother, Charles 
Thomas, aud his brothers-in-law, Messrs. 
Ben W. Proetz and Mr, Horn, a railroad man. 
They visited all the hospitals in the city, but 
could find no clew to the whereabouts of the 
missing relative. His young wife remained 
at her home almost distracted over her hus- 
band’s mysterious disappearance. 


AT HIS HOME. 

A Post-DISPATCH reporter called at the 
residence, 5868 Bartmer avenue, last night 
and had a talk with Mrs. Smith. The lady 
had suffered quite a shock by reason of her 


son-in-law’s disappearance, but agreed to 
discuss the matter calmly and courteously. 
„1 have no more idea what has de- 
come of Mr. Thomas,’’ said sue, 
„than you have. He left here yesterday 
morningtogo to his work at the Missouri 
Car Wheel Foundry just as he did every 
other morning for the past eight years. I 
have been told that he was last seen in front 
of the Houser Building on his way 
home last evening. Since he did not 
come home, limagined he might have been 
sandbagged by some one who thought he 
carried a large amount of money with him, 
You Know, when be left here, yesterday 
morning, he had with§him a number of 
papers and books and, besides, $60 
extra cash which he intended to 
deposit with the Standard Building 
and Loan Association for his aunt, Mrs. M. 
K. Gellwcks. He could not have been robbed 
of this, however, as I have learned that he 
sent it to the building association office 
messenger boy, Still somebody 
laid for him on 
home and dealt foully 
with him underthe impression that he did 
have a large amount of money on his person. 
Then, again, I have another theory. You 
know it is Mr. Thomas’ great ambition to 
become a Congregational minister. He 
studies speeches a good deal and of 
late has been holding several meetings 
out at Cheltenham. He did all this 
religious work dy night, in addition to his 
regular dally work, and I think over-exerted 
himself. Ithink it possible that the strain 
on his nervous temperment may have been 
too great and caused him to wander about to 
some unknown place.’’ 


THOMAS’ DESCRIPTION. 

Mr. Thomas is describedas a very hand- 
some young man, with a black pompadour, 
darz eyes and a blonde moustache. He is 
said to be 5 feet 8 inches tall and to be garbed 


in black clothes. He is a St. Louis boy, 
born and raised here. He married Miss 
Smith seveu years ago and has been steadily 
employed atthe Missouri Car and Foundry 
Oo, for nearly ten years back. He has de- 
voted all his spare time to church work, 
and had about arranged to go to college next 
year or s0 and complete his studies 
for the ministry. He has already officiated 
in several pulpits. He preached for six 
months at De Soto and for three weeks at 
Third Congregational Church, Twenty-third 
and Clark avenue during Dr. Adams’ 
absence. His revivals at Cheltenham only 
closed last Wednesday night. Mrs. Smith 
says Mr. Thomas would often walk home 
from there when he would miss his car. 


HIS ROW WITH LYONS. 

A peculiar factin regard to Thomas’ re- 
cent career was his quarrel with Inspector 
of Weights and Measures John ©. Lyons. 
Lyons and bis crew called at the foundry 


about three weeks ago to inspect the 
scales and Thomas, it seems, 
threy obstacles in Lyons’ way 
which prevented him from reaehing certain 
scales. He did this, he said, because Lyons 
carried alighted cigar through the works 
against the rules. Lyons denied this, and 
was very indignant at Thomas. He swore

THE .NEW JUSTICES. 5 


The movement to unite the Real Hstate, 
Merchants’ and Mechanics’ Exchange and 
the Bar Association in a strong effort to 
geoure good candidates for the new jus- 
tice courts is commendable. 

It is of the utmost importance that good 
men and capable lawyers be selected for 
the justice courts. The enlargement 
of the jurisdiction of these courts 
and the increase of their importance in the 
administration of civil law renders the 
election of fit men a necessity. The 
justice courts will now do a large part 
of the work which has hitherto been done 
by the circuit courts, The whole plan of 
reform contemplated in the new law will 
fall through, and the new courts, instead 
of being an advantage to citizens and an 
aid to the circuit courts, will become 
obnoxious obstructions in law administra- 
tion if improper men are put on the bench. 
Nocatch-penny justices will serve for these 
places. 

Every business man and every lawyer is 
deeply interested in the selection of men 
of character and ability as justices. All 
good influences should be joined to com- 
plete the work of reform forwhich the 
foundation was laid in the law and die- 
tricting of the city. The capping of that 
foundation is the placing of the right men 
on the bench. 

The movement cannot be given force too 
soon and cannot be given too much force. 
The schemes of machine bosses to distrib- 
ute these places as plums to political work- 
ers without regard to fitness should be 
nipped in the bud. The demand for good 
candidates should be made in such a way 
as to compel acquiescence from the party 
leaders.

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THE TULIP CRAZE. 


Iu his recently published work on the 
„Political Economy of Natural Law, 
Mr. Henry Wood findsa most striking il- 
lustration in the tulip mania of Holland, 
wherea single tulip bulb sold for 13,000 
florins. 

This remarkable result was largely due 
to the competition of English land owners 
for rare varieties. A duke or an earl who 
enjoyed an enormous revenue from feudal 
privilege without ever having Known the 
meaning of labor could not see the political 
or motal evil of spending ashe pleased 
what he believed to be, his own money. Up- 
iversal suffrage will change all that, as far 
as tulips are concerned, but something 
more than any sort of suffrage will be re- 
quired to change the vice of human nature 
back of it. 

The tulip mania, as it was called, was 
merely an exaggerated phase of a very 
general habit of trying to get more of 
what other people want than they are 
able to get. 

A noble lord thought nothing of giving 
six months’ hard labor of a hundred of 
his tenants and feudal dependents for a 
tulip bulb, which can now be had 
for a shilling. He wanted it, not because 
he admired the beautiful to that extent, 
or because it would give him an amount 
of pleasure measured by the self-sacrifice 
it had cost his tenants to earn that 
amount of money, but simply because of 
a desire to get more rare tulips than any- 
one else. And when, in a few years, 
other people ceased to care forrare tulips, 
my lord gave histo his gardener, to be 
carted out in the rubbish. 

Mr. Wood is not wrong in believing 
that there is a connection between this 
sort of thing in business and the panics 
and depressions which come about three 
times in the life of the average genera- 
tion. They are attributed to many causes, 
bat, in one way or another, they are all 
forms of the tulip craze.

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EMANCIPATORS OF WOMER. 

The latest movement in favor of the 
emancipation of women discloses several 
classes each representative of an aspiration 
or mode of thought. There isthe radical, 
uncompromising woman, who is often 
unreasoning and unreasonable, like the 
impatient advance guards of ail forward 
movements. She asserts that the burden 
ofcreation has been wrongfully imposed 
upon women and should be thrown off. 
She has the courage of her convictions and 
would carry them to their logical conclu- 
sion even though it does lead to the ex- 
tinction of the race, She is sure that she 
will have a few unhampered years, years 
of freedom she calls it—all to prove what? 
the vanity of her own ambition; tor that 
is what she would prove whether she ad- 
mits it or not. 

Then there is the liberal woman. She 
does not surrender common sense nor 
make war on immutable fact. She urgés 
the emancipation of women from the 
tyranny of the marriage relation. She 
holds, sensibly enough, perhaps, that 
motherhood does not exhaust all the pos- 
sibilities of womanhood and that she 
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who 


would have everything at once. They 


‘think the suffrage is within reach and are 


fighting for it with the strange, hard, 
logical zeal characteristic of prosaic people 
who have no imagination, It remains to 
be seen whether these women do not, as 
usual with conservatives, make a bad mat- 
ter worse by temporizing and half meas- 
ures, practical expedients and vulgar 
deals. 

But there is yet another and more im- 
portant factor in the cause. It is the pro- 
testing woman. She is the connecting 
link between the actively discontented, 
noisy sisterhood and the passively con- 
tented—that is, the hopeful in the classes 
and the hopeless in the masses. The pro- 
testers are the superior women, the fine- 
fibered creatures, eager for real culture and 
wide activity; women of broad sympa- 
thies, rich natures, full of imagination 
and restiess intelligence, but without the 
fanaticism necessary to the propaganda. 
They are the highest product of evolution, 
and are doing more by the unconscious 
force of their spiritual energy to better the 
lot of woman and spiritualize the race than 
all the blues who declaim so loudly con- 
cerning the wrongs and rights of the sex.

AFTER FIFTEEN YEABS. 


Evolution, as now generally ac- 
cepted among scientific men, is the belief 
that the great varieties of animal and veget- 
able life which now exist are derived from 
a few types,and perhaps from a single one, 
the changes having been brought about by 
natural methods analagous to the meth- 
ods through which gardeners and breed- 
ers are enabled to produce such extraor- 
dinary changes in vegetables, fruit and 
domestic animals. 

Will the time ever come when this be- 
lief will be generally accepted among all 
people who can read? Will it be preached 
trom the pulpits of all Christian churches, 
as if to believe in it were a matter of 
course? 

Fifteen years ago it would have seemed 
absurd to ask the question, The maga- 
zines and newspapers were then filled with 
what was called ‘‘the conflict between 
science and religion’’—another name for 
the amusement a number of people who 
loved publicity derived from assailing 
each other’s views with the same show of 
earnestness and gameness which makes a 
cock-fight interesting. 

It would have been answered then with- 
out hesitation that no evolutionist would 
ever be aChristian and no Christian an 
evolutionist, but a few years has so 
changed what then appeared to be the un- 
changeable that now the most popular 
writer in defense of Christianity, the 
author of The Greatest Thing in the 
World,” the only man living who seems to 
have the ability to write arguments in 
favor of religion that people will pay 
money to read, is also one of the leading 
evolutionists. And here we havein the 
Catholic World itself an article discussing 
evolution and all its conclusions in the 
friendliest tone imaginable: 

It is, in our opinion,’’ says the article, 
*‘Darwin’s theory of natural selection 
which gives the first plausible explanation 
of how changes of species may be effected, 
and, whether we agree with him or not, 
his hypothesis is most ingenious, and one 
which cannot be disproved.’’

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THE OLD QUEER. 


The 75th birthday of Queen Victoria 
naturally draws renewed attention to the 
oldest reigning sovereign in Europe save 
one, the King of Denmark, andjwhose 
length of reign far exceeds his or that of 
any other living sovereign. If she sur- 
vives until the 20th of next month she will 
have occupied the English throne fifty- 
seven years; and while that throne has 
undoubtedly had greater occupants, it is 
at least doubtful whether, ali things and 
circumstances duly considered, it has ever 
had a better one. Fifty-seven years is a 
long period at any time, but at no time in 
the history of the world has it been so 
long in the sense of importance as from 
1887 to 1804. That Queen Victoria has 
reigned not only undisturbed, but with 
the practically unanimous approval of the 
English people during these momentous 
years, is a fact which, of itself, proves her 
to be a woman of no ordinary ability—a 
woman as well adapted for the political 
age in which she lives as was Elizabeth for 
hers. 

This may seem like high praise, but 
whoever gives the subject five minutes 
intellectual thought will acknowledge the

free from serious error her private life has 
been without spot or blemish, From that 


Fierce light which beats upon the throne 
And blackens every bict— 


She has emerged unscathed. As daugh- 
ter, wife and mother, she has setan ex- 
ample worthy of all imitation, and while 
England chooses to maintain monarchy 
she will be fortunate indeed to have al- 
ways as good a representative of it as the 
present one. 


THE CRITICAL PERIOD. 


A study of the statistics of divorce leads 
to the important discovery that the ma- 
jority of divorces occur between the fifth 
and tenth year of married life. Couples 
who get beyond the tenth year are com- 
paratively safe, but from the fifth to the 
seventh the strain is great and dangerous. 

This interesting statistical phenomenon 
is mysterious at first glance, but by no 
means unexplainable. 

When a girl under 22 marries a man 
under 85 she thinks of him as the embodi- 
ment of all that is good and noble and 
heroic, when, as a matter of fact, he is 
merely Jim Smith or Jack Brown whom 
we have all been knowing all his life. 

He is quite aware that he is not the 
ideal person hehas been mistaken for, 
but instead of candidly unmasking him- 
self, he generally tries to keep up the de- 
delt as long as possible. An ordinary Jack 
or Jim may succeed in this for as much as 
three months, A man of genius may keep 
it up for perhaps a year at most, but by 
the end of the first year even the most thor- 
oughly blinded idolatress has been cured 
of a great deal ot her superstition. By the 
end of the fifth year, the last vestige of it 
is gone and the question of the next five 
years isof the adjustment between Jack 
and Jill as they actually exist. 

If Jill has been well bred, she was orig- 
inally much too good for Jack, but if she 
knows her business sufficiently well to 
make the match a permanent success in- 
stead of an experiment to end in the di- 
vorce courts, she will be able to improve 
him in many directions, If he gets a 
great deal better and she gets a little closer 
to his original level before the tenth year; 
if instead of angel food she gives him the 
cabbage and pork his stomach calls for, 
while at the same time she has taught him 
the inezpediency of the colic, the match 
will be a success. 

It takes ten years at least for even the 
most intimate associates to find out the 
good as well ae the bad in each other, And if 
Jill can make tle most of the good that is 
really in Jack after she has found him out, 
the tenth year will certainly put her be- 
yond all danger of the divorce courts, 
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A SURVIVAL OF THE UNFITTEST. 


From a political point of view, if in no 
other, Russia is a survival of the unfittest, 
It is the only specimen of governmental 
absolutism, pure and simple, now existing 
in Christendom; the only country in 
which the life and property of every in- 
dividual, from the highest Prince to the 
lowest peasant, are at the absolute dis- 
posal of the sovereign; the only nation 
whose rulers, worse than the old Bourbons 
of France, not merely ‘‘learn nothing and 
forget nothing,’’ but deliberately and de- 
terminedly refuse either to learn or to for- 
get. Forall practical purposes Alexander 
III., in 1894, is as complete an autocrat as 
was Peter the Great in 1725; and there are 
no visible indications that his son and suc- 
cessor will be any less so. 

Never was there a better descriptive 
phrase than that applied to Russia many 
years ago: **A Despotism tempered by 
Assassination. And it is startling to 
think that this despotism extends over 
8,457,289 square miles—one-sixth of 
the territorial surface of the globe— 
and holds in its inezorable grip 
more than 110,000,000 of people. To 
that vast multitude, increasing at the rate 
of 1,500,000 per annum—the supreme power 
on earth is lodged in the hands of one 
man; the Czar, a man who, in the present 
instance, as in so many before him, is 
neither great nor good—nothing more than 
a common-place despot, from whom there 
is much to fear and nothing to hope. 

It has been well said that Russia, alone 
of all the European powers, works behind 
an impenetrable screen.’’ The outside 
world really knows less of what is going 
on behind that screen than it does of what 
is transpiring in Central Africa. 

There is no legislative or supervisory 
body to which the Government must re- 
port its doings, past, present or prospect- 
ive; there is no free press to chronicle im- 
portant events for the benefit of a home or 
foreign public; there is no free telegraph 
or postal service by which such informa- 
tion can be conveyed across the frontier— 
**the ban of the tyrant is over it all,’’ and 
his gag is in every mouth that would dare 
to speak for the world to hear. Though 
not so openly displayed as a century ago, 
the knout is still the scepter of Russia; 
and now quite as much as then, Siberia is 
the final doom of all whom the knout fails 
to conquer or to kill.

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care that the justice and expediency of the

TAX ON BANK K NOTES 


Congressman 8 Talks in Favor 
of the Brawley Bill. 


BUT HI IS OPPOSED TO A TOTAL R- 
PEAL OF STATE BANE TAX LAWS. 


The Merite of His Bill for Remedying 
the Evils of Wild Cat Bank Circula- 
tion Form a Great Part of His Speech 
—Ezx-Speaker Grow Takes an Opposite 
View. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 26.—The [Braw- 
ley bill to remit the 10 per cent tax on clear- 
ing-house certificates and other notes issued 
py private and State banking associations 
between Aug. 1, 1848, and Oct. 15, 1893, being 
the period of financial depression, had the 
right of wuy in the House to-day. Mr. 
Springer of Illinois, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency, made a 
speech against total repeal of the State bank 
tax laws, while he favored the remission of 
the tax on notes issued during the financial 


stringency. 

Mr. Springer spoke of the evils resulting 
from the issue of State bank notes to the 
people at large and the trade and commerce 
of the country. He gave a full history of 
the falluies and losses arising from the wild- 
cat banking circulation which preceded the 

reenbacks and then eulogized his own Dill 

or remedying ali these evils now before the 
Committee on Banking and Currency. He 
described the Dill section by section, the gist 
of the measure being that all national notes 
issued shall be protected by deposits of gold 
tothe extent of 20 per cent, and United 
States, State, loan and county bonds for the 
other pee cent. Banks to be made the 
means of distribution, even if it calls for the 
establishment of a bank in every village, 

The notes are issued in three classes. Series 
A corresponds with the amount of gold de- 
posited and pays 2-10 of 1 per cent per annum 
to the Government to cover the expenses of 
the issuing commission. Series B to equal 60 
per cent per annum of all the currency is- 
sued to the bank, which must pay i per cent 
per annum; and series © issues to the 
amount of the remaining 20 per cent, which 
must pay to the Government (per cent per 
annum, 

ihe object of the series is to secure the 
* elasticity; class A and B would 
furnish all the currency needed for ordinary 
business of the people. Class C would not 
de taken out unless the emergency required 
and was worth the interest charged. When 
the stringency subsided it would be returned 
and made applicable to any other section of 
the — Wherever required.

The Canadian Pacific Protests Against 
the Chickering Measure. 


WaSHINGTON, D. C., May 26.—A. C. Ray- 
mond, who is here to represent tne Canadian 
Pacific Railroad, has submitted to the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs a protest 
against the bill introduced by Representative 
Ohickering of New York for retaliation in 
case of discrimination against American in- 
terests by the border canals.

To-day there is absolute equality between 
Canadian and American citizens in the use of 
the Canadian canals,says Mr. Raymond,who 
adds that he can conceive of no reason, po- 
litical or business, for reviving the attack 
upon a dead lion. He contends that no 
American vessel association, commercial as- 
sociation or body of citizens has made com- 
plaint or —— for redress, and says it 
is nevertiieless proposed to give the Presi- 
dent even greater retaliatory power of an in- 
definite and sweeping character, and tocon- 
fer upon him a despotic right of relying 
solely upon his own judgment instead of 
legislative decisions, to determine the ques- 
tion whether discrimination exists.

AN IRISH CASTLE. 


A Once Royal Abode Bought by a Rich 
New Jersey Citizen. 


KING JOHN ONCE RESTED HIS HEAD

The Purchaser's Father an Humble Farmer

His father was 
an humble; farmer in County Meath, and 
although the family were owners, as distinct 
from tenants, their hopes for the future 
never soared as high as the towers above the 
baronial home of Lord Killeen. 

GEEKING HIS FORTUNE. 

Young Nevins (he is not yet old) married at 
21 and decided to seek his fortune in Amer- 
ida. He landed here thirty years ago with a 
few hundred pounds and a great stock of na- 
tive wit and resolution. He settled in Orange 
and there he has beeneversince, He knew 
a little about landscape gardening and bulld- 
ing before he left Ireland, and it was that 
knowledge which assisted in opening up for 
him the remarkable career which is to lead 
him back to Meath the master of Killeen Oas- 
tle.

The Chinese Ng-Buck- Tong who ran ameck 
onthesteamship City of Peking two days 
after 1° pidoog beg Francisco in April, hanged 
himself on the Peking while on her way from 
Yokohoma to Hong Kong. It was intended 
to — him back to the United states for 
trial. . 

The sealing schooner Carlotta J. Cox re- 
ported lost has arrived at Hakodate. Nine 
men who lost the schooner have been found. 

The Japanese Nippon Moru, which was 
wrecked in April off Nylen Bay, on the China 
Coast, bas been abandoned. Part of the 
cargo was saved. 

A project for a Japanese World’s Fair has 
been approved by the Five Staples Associa- 
tion at Kyeto. Ten million yen is the ex- 
pense estimated at the Japanese initial out- 
lay. The projectors are not in a hurry and 
may wait until after the next French in- 
ternational exhibition, five years hence, to 
which they will send a commission. 

The Japanese Ministry has recently been 
very severe on native newspapers, as many 
as three or four having been suspended in 
one day. 

The new flagship H. M. 8. Centurian ar- 
rived at Hong Kong April 21.

His case was a remark- 
able one from the fact that it puts the Belle- 
vue Hospital officials in a peculiar position 
and makes George Marcellus liable to the 
charge of murder. . 


On May 16 last, Mr. Peckham had gn D 
pointment to meet Marcellus at the office 
of Dr. Swan, a veterinary surgeon. 
Marcellus had formerly been in Peckham’s 
employ. Peckbam and Marcellus met in the 
office and after their interview the door was 
opened. Marcellus left and Peckham was 
found liying unconscious on the floor. Be- 
coming alarmed at the condition of Peckham 
the people in the house sent at once for 
assistance. Ad ambulance was called and 
he was removed to Bellevue Hospital. 

The doctor who made the examination 
r that he = suffering from the ef- 
ects of alcohol. © was put in the alcoholic 
ward, much against the protestations of his 
brother Edgar, who claimed that Malcolm 
never indulged in drink, even in the slightesr 
degree. His efforts to have the hospital 
peoplejdo wy te furtherin the case were 
of no avail.: Peckham remained unconscious 
to the last. 

Edgar Peckham was much incensed at the 
— — taken dy the hospital people. His 

rother, as he thought, was dying from the 
result of blows onthe head, and in order to 
secure proper attention for him he called on 
Dr. Winters of West Thirty-second street, 
who went to the hospital and made an exam 
idation. As a result he declared that Mr, 
Peckham was suffering from a fractured 
skull and other complications and was in 
Ganger of death at any moment. He de- 
manded that Mr. Peccaham be removed to a 
medical ward and the proper treatment ad- 
ministered. He was transferred to St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital. 

Dr. Swan bas been at his bedside continu- 
ally since his transfer, doping consciousness 
might revealexactly how he came by his 
injuries. Dr. Winter has also been in con- 
stant attendance, having been unconscious 
from the time he was found until he died.

Texas Orime Statistics. 

Paris, Tex,, May 26.—The Federal Grand- 
jury, which convened on April 2, has ad- 
journed. In its written report tothe Court 
the Grand- jury states that they examined 


248 cases and found true bills in 1,671, ignored 
finding indictments in 786 and left 5 unexam- 
ined, They report they found three cases 
where process was issued upon the state- 
ment of the same Deputy Marshal where 
there was no evidence taken before a 
United States commissioner, the parties 
having waived examination,and which upon 
the witnesses being brought before the 
Grand-jury they denied positively having 
given the deputy the information as alleged 
in his complaint, and some denied ever hav- 
ing teen him.

On the following Friday a telegram was re- 
ceived by Mr. Eicks. It came from Indlan- 
a polis, Ind., and purported to come from 
Royal Robinson, father of Herbert, who is 
said to beinthe brick manufacturing busi- 
ness in that city. The telegram requested Mr. 
Kicks, so he states, not to begin prosecution of 
Herbert until he had heard from the writer 
by mail, Yesterday ur. Eicks states that he 
received a letter from Royal Robinson, who 
stated that he had received a letter from his 
son Herbert, and that the latter had told 
him he had appropriated some of the money 
of the frm of which he was a partner, and 
requested him to straighten the matter out 
with Mr. Eicks. The father concluded 
the letter hoping that Mr. Eicks 
would hold off the prosecution of Herbert 
until he had talked the matter over with 
him. He said he would arrtve here to-mor- 
row morning at 10 o’clock, and would confer 
with him with a view of reimbursing Mr. 
Eicks. His only reason for kesp- 
ing the matter quiet until a settie- 
ment had been reached was to prevent 
Herbert’s mother learning of the 
trouble. The writer stated that once it de- 
came circullated in St. Louis distant rela- 
tives of the Robinson familly, living here, 
would see that Herber.’s mother would hear 
the story. 

NOTIFIBD THE POLICE. 

Despite the appeal of his partner’s father 
to have the trouble kept quiet, Mr, Eicks 
decided to lay the facts in the case before the 
police, thinking that he could secure the 


arrest of his missing partner. Owing 
to the trouble arising between rtners 
the police are doubtful as to whether the 
have jurisdiction in the premises. At all 
events the result of the conference between 
Robinson’s father and Mur. Eicks will be 
watched by the officers and unless the alleged 
deficit is amicably adjusted it is likely that 
some action will taken by the police. 

The whereabouts of Robinson are not 
known. His father did not say in the 
letter to Eicks where his son was when he 
wrote him and Mr. Eicks has not the slignht- 
est idea of Robinson’s location. The missing 
man would have no difficulty in drawing the 
firm’s money from the bank, as he had the 
authority to check against the firm’s de- 
posit in the bank. 

Eicks lives at 2809 Taylor avenue, Dut Rob- 
inson’s place of abode while in St. Louts is 
not generally known, At onetime he lived 
at 1768 Mississippi avenue. He is unmarried 
and not more than 24 years old. Ags far as is 
known, Robinson conducted himself in a very 
respectable manner while in this city.

THEY CARRIED BOMBS. 


Striking Miners Captured by the Iilt- 
mois Militia Near Peru. 


La SALLE, III., May 26.—Gen. Orendorff ro- 
ceived a telegram to-night stating that a 
mob of 300 strikers had captured a passenger 
train on the Illinois Valley and Northern 
branch of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
road at Ladda, Bureau County, and at the 
point of revolvers had compelled the con- 
Guctor to carry them to Lasalle. By a 
ruse the train crew made the men 
believe they had arrived at Lasalle when 
Peru was reached, and they got ot there, a 
mile east ofthis city. After a conference be- 
tween Sheriff Taylor and the military staff it 
was decided to head the men off at Peru, and 
five companies were ordered to fall in. 

The march was commenced with the 
wounded Sherif with several deputies in 
the lead. Behind the advance guard 
there was Col. Bennett in command. 
The troops were divided and sent 
along Second and Third streets, and the vis- 
iting mob was encountered near the County 
line, An order was given for the miners to 
throw up their hands but being strangers to 
the English language they did not under- 
stand and started to run in all directions. 

The troops were sent in pursuit and there 
were several hand to hand encounters, but 
nothing serious occurred. Only one shot 
was fired and that by a crazed Belgian. 
The dullet passed Capt. Smith’s head 
and lodged in a tree. He had 


no chance to shoot for in an-instant a Cor- 

ral had knocked the weapon from the in- 
uriated man’s hand and he was under 
arrest. It was a wild and war- 
like scene and caused great ex- 
citement, many people running terror 
stricken from their homes. Some of the 
rioters had hidden in barns and outhouses, 
and pickets were gent to make a thorough 
search. When all Who could de found had 
been captured, the order to march was again 
given. The prisoners were compelled to 
march hands up in single file until after they 
had been searched. 

In Peru another halt was made anc a 
thorough search of the men’s clothing was 
made by the officers. All kinds of weapons 
were found upon them. Some had 
revolvers, others knives, but 
the most curious discovery was 
dynamite. On three men were found bombs, 
any one of which would annihilate a regi- 
ment. Thence to the Bureau County, 
twenty miles, the march was 
with an occasional halt to 
up « stragglers from the 
ranks. In many cases there were exciting 
chases, but few escaped, and altogether 
over 300 rioters were placed under guard. 
When the county boundary was 
reached the prisoners who were 
Polish, Italians, Russians, Belgians 
and Bohemians, were placed in line and 
were addressed by the Sheriff, who warned 
them to keep out of the county and advised 
them not to engage in lawleSs- 
ness. They were then marched double- 
quick by the guards into the 
adjoining county, excepting those who had 
been carrying arms and dynamite. These 
were taken to La Salle and are now under a 
strong guard. Although a large num- 
ber of the rioters that came 
in on the trains were marched 
over the county line, there are still sev- 
eral hundred of them here. They are 
vicious and determined-looking men and are 
much angered about the detention of their 
armed comrades under guard at the camp.

Asisthe case with most English-speaking 
statesmen on both sides of the Atlantic, the 
French language was a weak point of Lord 
Beaconsfield.

It Would Seem Asif She Already Had 
Eneugh to Satisfy Mer.

Female millarity with oc- 
cupations hitherto pursued by men appears 
to have developed a certain contempt for the 
male intelligence. Man, it seems, is a sad 
bungler whom women ‘‘have allowed to ar- 
range the whole social system and manage 
or mismanage it all these ages without ever 
seriously examining his work with a view to 
considering whether bis abilities and his 
methods were sufficiently good to qualify 
him for the task. But now that she has be- 
gun the long-deferred process of examina- 
fion and judgment, man is found wanting 
and must take a back seat.

A Serious Error Which May Be Made Ua 
less One Is Careful. 


From the Boston Advertiser. 

While talking yesterday with Edward At- 
kinson on another matterI asked him if he 
had heard of any movements in the way of 
promoting vegetarian diets. ‘‘I have given 
some attention to this matter, said he, 
wand I observed your statement in the 44 
vertiser of Tuesday last. I have also re- 
ceived an account trom New York 


of a dinner given at a leading 
hotel there dy an appafentiy some- 
what numerous vegetarian society. Along 
list of courses of vegetabie food, varied only 
by 4245 and milk, without meat, was sub- 
mitted. The fault 1 observed in this very 
extensive bill of fare was the absence, or 
almost total absence, of any nitrogenous ele- 
ment. Ifa vegetable diet is adopted with- 
out a careful selection, people will find it 
necessary to eat many more pounds weight 
of food than they are accustomed in order to 
secure the right proportion of whatis called 
the protein or nitrogenous element. 


our diet the development of muscles and 
strength. Without it people may half starve 
on an excess of starch and fat. Great atten- 
tion is now being given to this element of 
nitrogen, both in the nutriments of the soil 
and the plant, as wellasthe beast and the 
man. The importance of the lentil comes in 
atthis point. Beans, peas, lentil and other 
leguminous plants are the chief source of 
nitrogen among races and nations who 
either do not eat all, 
like the natives or 
who cannot afford eat 
meat, like the natives of Southern Europe. 
Lantil when converted into soup stock I find 
extremely palatable. Its use is hardly known 
in this country, ¢xcept among the Germans 
and Italians. Fruits and bananas are a 
scurce of nitrogen. All kindsof nuts, es- 
pecially peanuts, are very rich in this food 
element. Among the other varieties of food 
imported for the consumption of our Italian 
population are the large chestnuts of South- 
— Europe, hulled or dried or converted into 
our. 

It would not be dificult for anyone to 
make up a vegetarian diet in good propor- 
tion without over-loading the digestive 
organs with anexcess of food, !f attention 
was given tothe selection of these elements 
of nitrogen.

Outrageous Profits Made by the Greatest 
ef All Honopelies. 


New Tonk, May 26.—The result of an artt- 
ficial price fixed by the standard som pany 
on oll is proving a terrible injury to the re- 
Miners. Ifthe refiners can be induced to pull 
out from association with the producers the 
latter will be at the feet of the trust. Hence 
the continuation of the artificial price of 

crude ollat 86 cents a barrel, with refined 
export oll at a considerably less price, The 
Standard proposes tuls discrimination until 
the refiners succumb. 

It the monopoly triamphs aud the refiners 
can be forced out, the price of crude oll 
would be sent down to such value as might 
suit its interests. There being no other val - 
uation than such as is designated by the 
trust, it is diMicult to say what oi] is really 
worth beyond the pretend that 85 cents is 
about a fair price.

HARD WORK OF A MINER. 

Let me tell you,’’ interposed one of the 
men, Gus Kindermacher, what the life of a 
mineris. You go down into the mine strip- 
ped bat for your trousersand an undershirt 


and it is hot, so hot that as you work 
the sweat pours off. Sometimes — stand 
for hours picking always ip froat of you with 


the fine particles fying in your face, the 
water up to your Knees, reathin the hot, 
foul, gaseous air of the pit, ana when you 


have dug your coal you must stand for hours 
and shovel it in cars with shovels holding a 
bushel. Why, I would gooutthere in the 
air and work with a shovel or 
wheel a barrow and it would be but play, I 
tell you, play, to what we do in the mines. 

And What do we get for this? Do you 
know how much I earned last year? Listen 
now, $156. Do you hear, $156! With that 1 
must clothe and feed my wife and five chil- 
dren, Oh, my , [cannot doit. And they 
wonder when we strike. We only ask for 
Dread—no more. When it comes that 
I cannot earn this for my family, then I am 
willing to die, willing to go out there and be 
shot by the milftia, and he pointed to the 
blue-coats lolling in the doorway.

IN COURT. 


Illinois Whitecaps Must Answer 
on a Charge of Murder. 


Fourteen Well Known Oitisens of 
Kingston to Be Arraigned. 


FIVE OF THE DEFENDANTS SAT ON THE 
CORONER'S JURY. 


The Community Deploresthe Fatal Out- 
dome ofthe Expedition, But Few Con- 
Gemn the First Intentions of the 
Whitecap Defendantse—They Proposed 
to Rid the Community ofa Disorderly 
Visitor. 


Quincy, I., May 26.—Fourteen citizens 
will be arraigned together this week in the 
Kingston Circuit Court to answer a charge 
of murder. It will be the first trial of ‘*white- 
capping’’ in a court of law. The result is 
deplored, but the men not condemned dy 
public sentiment, 

At ll o’clocg on the night of July 19, 1893, 
Solomon F. Bradshaw, a Singer sewing: 
machine agent from this city, was killed in a 
mysterious manner atthe home of Mrs. Kit- 
tie Breckenridge in Kingston, twenty-eight 
miles southeast of Quincy. 

Bradshaw, who was a married man, hav- 
ing a wife and two children, sold machines 


arounad Kingston. Mrs. Breckenridge’s 
busband was away from home on 
the night of the homicide. Bradshaw 


went to her house to spend the night, as 
he na rrequentiy done before when travel- 
ing around Kingstoa. 

A party of masked men visited the house at 
the time stated and calling Bradshaw to the 
Goor, ordered him to leave the house. 
Bradshaw said that he would not go, and on 
closing the door the masked men began to 
discharge their revolvers. Several bullets 
passed through the door, one of which 
penetrated Bradshaw's heart, killing him 
instantly. The village Justice held an in- 
quest, and the jury’s verdict was that the 
deceased came to his death at the hands of 
persons unknown. 

on July 28 fourteen men were arrested by 
the Sheriff on the charge of murder. They 
were all eittsens of Kingston and. Vicinity.

It then developed that five of the six jurors 
who held an inquest over the remains of 
Bradshaw on the night of the murder, were 
among the men taken into custody. 

The information on which the men were 
arrested was furnished by Edward Lutener, 
one of their number. The officers learning 
of Lutener’s religious scruples, they played 
on him with success. 

He finally said: ‘‘If you will protect me I 
will tell you the truth. I can’t stand it to go 
lying in this way any longer.’’ 

Latener confessed that he was in the mob 
who Killed Bradshaw, and gave the names of 
all. After he had given the names fhe placed 
his hands to his face and cried: 

My God, men, this ie terrible, these men 
are nearly all of them men of families.’’ 

When the States Attorney told him he 
woule dowhat he could to lighten his pun- 
ishment on account of his confession Lutener 
replied that he was equally gullty with the 
other men and he would stand the same pun- 
ishbment. He told the omcers of how they 
were sitting in front of George Nation’s 
store on that night when someone 
suggested that they play white caps and 
drive Bradshaw out of the Breckenridge 


house. The men all agreed and putting pa- 
per sugar sacks on their heads and Diacking 
their faces with shoe polish, went to the 


Breckenridge house and on Bradshaw's re- 
fusalto leave, several discharged pistols, 
but which one shot through the door, killing 
Bradshaw, Lutener was unable to tell. 

The men are ali out on ball now. 

Their principal attorney, Hon. J. U. Car- 
ter, is a candidate for Supreme Judge and it 
is said will move for a continuance.

Order. 


H:STORY OF THE INSTITUTION AND 
THE GOOD IT HAS ACCOMPLISHED. 


A Boa-Sectarian Committee of Citizens 
to Take Charge of the Completion of 
the New Building—Aadolphus Busch’s 
Donation—Number and Classification 
of Inmates—How theOrder Was Bsteb- 
lished— The First Convent in St. Louis 
~The Present Quarters Entirely In- 
adequate—Home for Unfortunates. 


‘The Mother Superior of the Convent of the 
Good Shepherd finding that the ofercrowded 
condition of the Convent is injuring the 
health of the inmates, and that a panic from 
fire or the Ganger resulting from Contagious 
diseases must result in a large loss of life, 
has determined to make a most vigorous 
effort to continue the work on the pew Con- 
‘vent. The location has been secured through 
the generous gift of Mr. Adolphus Busch, the 
foundations built by contributions from 
benefactors, but the largest part of the work 
has yet to de done. Such an undertaking, 
involving the prosperity ana success of the 
stitution, requiresthe most sagacious 
handling to be successful. Hence the assist- 
ance of a committee of cautious, ale dust - 
ness men to act as advisers was solicited,and 
the following gentlemen have kindly con- 
sented to act: Most. Rev. John J. Kata, * 
Bishop Coadjutor; Hon. George A, 
Hon. Richard 0.

WHAT THE CONVENT Has DONS. 
Somme idea of the number of uofortunates 
cared for by the institution may be gathered 


to establish a refuge for women who had 
gone astray was made in 1272, by M. Bernard, 
a worthy citizen of Marseilles, France. 

In 1294 the Congregation of the Penitents of 


the Madeleine was established at Paris, and 
im 1542 St. Ignatius of Loyola established the 
House of St. Martha’’ at Rome. Penitent 
women were received at both. 
later another was in- 
work, the venerable John 
Endes, a sealous priest of Normandy, France. 
A house was rented near the Millet Gate, 
op ite the Church of st. Gratien at Caen, 
and the penitents installed in it Nov. , 
1661. They soon became discouraged and, 
one by one, withdrew. It wastbenthat Fr. 
Endes discovered the necessity of trying to 
induce them to bind themselves by vows to 
continue in the work of reformation. Thus 
originated the Order of Our Lady of Charity 
of the Good She The members in ad- 
dition to the three yows of poverty, charity 
and obedience were to add a fourth, to de- 
vote themselves forever to the care and in- 
struction of penitent women. Obing to this 
fourth vow i was not until 1666 that Rome 
permitted the sisters to make professions.

The same vigilanee as regards visits and 
correspondence is exercised in this as in 
other departments. When the preservation 
children are considered fit to leave the insii- 
tution, they are returned to their friends or 
placed in families where kind treatment and 
judicious care are guaranteed. Some who 
lesire to be religious are admitted among the 
Magdalens, when there is an impediment 
that excludes them from membership in 
other orders. Some prefer remaining in the 
institution, and these are found very usefdl, 
aiding the sisters in the management of the 
young children, etc., but they are bound dy 
no obligation and may sever their connec- 
tion with the institution when they think 
proper. 


RESULTS OF THE WORK.

Clipper, Clarence 8. Bement, 


THRESHED IN HIGH SEAS, AFTER THE 
SUSIDENCE OF THE GALE. 


Two of Her Crew Washed Overboard, the 
Captain Crippled and the Ship Vir- 
tually Dismantied—It Happened Last 
March in the English Channel. 


New YORK, May 26.—One ofthe tallest and 
trimmest of iron clippers is the Clarence 8. 
Bement of Philadelphia. She was launched 
in January, 1884, and bas time and again 
proved herself to be a fast and clean sailor. 
Yet to-day she isin port virtually disman- 
tled in a calm with two of her crew washed 
overboard and her captain and several of 
hercrew disabled. Towards the end of last 
year, leaving Tacoma, she rounded tue horn 
and after a fair passage arri¥ed at Liverpool 
Jan. 19. There was a stagnation in freights 
at English ports and after lying there nearly 
two thonths she left in ballast and dropped 
down into the channel.

EAST ST. LOUIS IN-LINE. 


Mayor Stephens Has Assurances That It 
Win Get a Goverament Building. 


A Government building for Bast St. Louis 
is something that the people of that city 
have long Gesiredand are now deginning to 
clamor for. A Congressional appropriation 
forthe purpose is wanted, and there ap- 
pears to be an excellent prospect of its being 
secured. It is claimed that the city is en- 
utled to such an appropriation, not only 
on account of its size, but of its 
location and consequent importance. In 
recent years the city has made such progress 
that the limit of former facilities has in some 
instances been almost reached, and contin- 
ued advancement makes radical improve- 
ment necessary. The Arst. and one of the 
most salient pointsin favor of the erection 
ofa Government building, is the increased 
volume of postal business, which, always 
large, hasin late years become greater 
than ever. It is suggested that East 
St. Louis should be made a mall distributing 
point for Southern Illinols. At present the 
mall matter destined for Southern Illinois 
post-officesis ‘‘re-worked’’ either on trains 
or in the St. Louis post-office when coming 
from the West, while from the East a large 
portion of the mall crosses and 
recrosses the bridge unnecessarily to 
be transferred from one train 


to another atthe Union Depot. With a Gov- 
ernment building in East St. Louls and an 
increased clerical force, the distribution and 
transportation of matter for the post-offices 
contiguous would be greatly expedited. The 
volume of business of the local Post-ofice is 
considerably larger than that of the 
average city of the same magnitude, 
It is estimated that the amountof mail 
matter handled nuring the last twelve 
months execeed 1,000,000 pounds, averaging 
8,000 pounds a day. COalculations based on 
the same figures show that the employes of 
the post-office handled 30,000 pieces of mail 
matter per day on the average, or more than 
10,000,000 pieces in twelve months. 
Registered letters, money orders and 
postal notes handled in the year 
reacbed $50,000. As the receipts of the Post- 
office are nearly $20,000, it appears that there 
should be little hesitation about granting an 
appropriation for a public building, the ne 
cessity for which is not confined tothe mail 
service alone. 

The City of East St. Louis has made formal 
application for an appropriation through 
Congress Forman, and the matter has 
had some consideration from the House 
Committee, but no definite action 
has been taken yet, 1 to the 
fact that no such appropriations have lately 
been recommended. A statementin regard 
to this matter has been procured for the 
PostT-DIsPaTCH from Mayor M. M. 
Stephens of East St. Louis, who de- 
fines the situation as follows: The 
city should baye a 1 building 
for several reasons and its claim for an ap- 
propriation is well founded. To begin with, 
its present size and recent progress are sum 
cient tu entitle it to national recognition of 
Located at the eastern 
end of the great bridge which 
forms one of the rincipal gateways 
to the West, East St. uls takes rank as a 
city of national importance, as a largh por - 
tion of the trade and travel across the con- 
tinent passes through its limits. To the 
Postal Department alone the erection of a 
Government building and establishment of 
a distributing office here would mean a 
saving that would annually reach large pro- 

ort ions. Hundreds of carloads of mall mat - 

er are now transported over the bridge at a 
heavy cost whieh might be obviated. An 
imposing array of figures and data 
relating tothis feature is included in the 
documents setting forth the city’s claims 
which are now in the hands of the Congres- 
sional Committee. Oongressman Forman, 
and his predecessors as well, have made 
earnest endeavors in behalf of East St. 
Louis, and their efforts have not been 
unfruitful, as affairs are now in such a state 
that the city is assured of recognition. When 
the proper time comes, which means that 
when such appropriations are made, East 
St. Louis will included. It is now over a 

ear since formal application was made 

o Congress through Mr. Forman, and I have 
made several trips to Washington to push 
the matter. Ihave had audiences with the 
committee having the matter in hand, and 
with Speeker Crisp of the House of Repre- 
sentatives as well and from both 
sources have received ample assurance that 
East St. Louis was well in line for recogal- 
tion ot the nature desired. It seems there is 
some objection to making anysuch appro- 
priations just now, and of course it 
cannot be expected that a discrimina- 
tion in favor of East St. Louis 
wo be made, but there is every reason to 
believe that the Government Bullding will be 
secured at no distant day. In the event of 
an appropriation being granted and the 
bulld being er result would be a 

reat advantage to the city. It is probable 
hat there would be no trouble about 
obtaining the removal of the Revenue Col- 
lector’s office to East St. Louis, and the 
chances are that the Federal Court now 
located at Oairo might be secured. Revenue 
Collector Mur , who ts a resident of Pinck.

AN AFRICAN TREE. 


Ite Nut Is Food for the Natives and Medi- 
cine Combined. 


Written for the SUNDAY PoOSsT-DISPATOR. 

The Kolatier produces a fruit, the strength- 
giving properties of which are attracting 
widespread attention. The fruit is highly 
appreciated in Africa, where the tree grows. 
M. Laumann, under the direction of the 
French Minister of Agriculture, has made 
extensive researches with regard tothe tree 
and reports as follows: 

The tree, Sterculia acuminatae, is found in 
Western Africa on a strip between Sierra 
Leone and the Congo. It does not extend 
far into the interior. A single tree pro- 
duces about 160 pounds of fruit per annum. 
Seeds as high as sixteen in number are 
found in one pod. They are sweet 
at first, but soon turn 0Oltter. They 
are quite astringent and have the peculiar 
quality of making tepid and brackish 
water taste sweet and fresh. The nut of 
this tree is as necessary to the subsistence of 
the black tribes of that country as bread is 
tous. In England the Kolanut has become 
one of the fashionable dainties. It is eaten 
fresh, sugared, baked and roasted, and 
hundreds of pounds are exported from 
Sierra Leone to the British capital. 
None of these trees are found in Northern 
Africa, and the importation of nuts thither 
is very large. Inthe Senegal they are daily 
eaten, and the English colonies are the only 
ones who furnisn the supply. The trees 
are found in large numders in the 
French colonies of Africa, but are not cul. 
tivated, although but very little cultivation 
is necessary to yleldarich harvest. In 4l- 
giers, inthe neighborhood of Oran, where 
the soll contains plenty of phosphorous acid 
and the temperature is mostly uniform, the 
tree grows splendidly. 

The Kolatier is well worth cultivation, not 
only on account of the alimentary properties 
of the nut, but the medicinal action of its 
seeds as well.

The distance between the east rail, and the 
curbstone in front of plaintiff's property, is 
8 feet and 6 inches as to one lot, and 8 feet 8 
inches as tothe other.

It wasan attempt to convert it to 
a use Gifferent from that for which the city 
acquired it, and is in contravention of its 
charter, which Geclares that ‘‘no railroad 
shall be so constructed as to prevent the 
publie from using any road, street or high- 
way along oracross which it may pass“ and 
the general law of the State that prohibitsa 
railroad from impalring the usefulness of 
any street. 

The learned counsel urges with great 
force and plausibility that this railroad is a 
public use of the street, but it seems to us he 
ignores the fact that while the rallroad is a 
public carrier, it has no right to the exclu. 
sive use of a public street, and such for all 
practicable purposes is the effect of this ordi- 
nance and its use of this street. No case in 
this State is authority for such exclusive use 
ofa highway, and if it. was we should not 
follow it. 

The company is a common carrier, and en- 
titled as such to collect tolls, Dut not the ex- 
clusive right to monopolize a public street 
and shut out the public and otber carriers, 

Holding, as we do, that this ordinance, in 
view of the facts developed, amounts toa 
practical condemnation of this portion of 
Collins street tothe private and almost ex- 
clusive use of the defendant, we think the 
injanction was proper! ranted by the tr - 
cuit Court, and plainticks had such ap inter- 
est as would enable them to maintain the 
action. Schupp vs. City, 117 Mo., 131. The 
judgment is affirmed. All of this division 
concur. Jamus B. GANTT, Judge.

THE HOUSE WILL ATTEMPT TO REDEEM 
SOME DEMOCRATIO PLEDGES. 


Financial Beforms to Receive Attention— 
The Chances of State Bank fax Repeal

WasHInGTos, D. C., May 26.—Having dis- 
posed of the appropriation dills the House 
now hopes te turn its, attention again toa 
discussion of Mhancial questions and to re- 
deeming some of the many promises which 
were made with regard to the passage of 
much needed financial reforms as soon as 
the repeal Dill had passed. That much de- 
sired reform was accomplished six months 
ago, and since. then little has been heard 
about financial legislation. The prosperity 
predicted by the orators in both houses of 
Congress has not come, neither have any im- 
portant propositions of financial legislation 
been framed. The only thing in sight is the 
bill tosrepeal the 10 per cent tax on 
State dank circulation, and it is a 
very grave doubt whether even 
this can pass the House or Senate, How- 
ever, Ohairman Springer of the Banking 
and Currency Oommittee is determined to 
start the Dall rolling and de is confident now 
that the Brawley bill, reported some time 
ago favorably from ths committee, will pass. 
The bill simply remits the 10 per cent on cir- 
culation of notes other than the notes of 
national banks during the crisis of last year. 
There were quite a number of temporary 
issues during that period. The Dill is now 
unimportant, because a Very small assess- 
ment has been made and because the 
Attorney-General has decided that clearing- 
house certificates are not subject to tax. 
The Republicans are practically solid against 
repeal. Not over three or four will vote to 
repeal the tax. The Populists are solid 
against repeal and the Democrats opposing 
repeal claim that there are seventy Demo- 
¢rats who will vote against unconditional 
repeal. This would show, if allthe Repub- 
licans vote, about 200 opposed repeal in 
the House and notover 150 in favor of it. 
Also among the seventy Democrats there 
are quite a number who would vote fora re- 
peal with such conditions as would insure 
uniformity in the currency and a certainty 
that notes would be convertible into coin at 
all times and under all circumstances. There 
is no probability of any limitations being 
agreed to, as many of those who favor re- 
peal do so on the ground thatthe taxis un- 
constitutional and Congress can make no 
restrictions or limitations which would not 
be, in their judgment, in violation of the 
constitution. 

Over in the Senate they are so immersed in 
the tariff debate that shey take no interest 
in the prospective financial legisiation or 
any other subject. They are nt now on 
getting the tariff out of the way, and in re- 
sponse to requests for interviews on the 
future work of the Senate they reply that it 
will be time enough to discuss that subject 
whenthe tariff has becomealaw. Noneof 
the Senators, with one exception, appear 
able orgwilling to gay what the Senate will 
do with regard to the bank-tax repeal Dill, 
if they do anything at all. This one excep- 
tion is Mr. Harris of Teunessee, the pariia- 
mentary manager of the pending eompro- 
mise turiff bill. He isa member of the Fi- 
nance Committee, and in that committee, as 
well as in the Senate, he makes his influence 
felt by the force of his nality.

From the numberof replies received by 
Street Commissioner Murphy to a circular 
letter sent out by him several weeks ago the 
prospects are that za national convention of 
the presidents and engineers of the various 
boards of public improvements throughout 
the country will soon be held. The object 


ofthe convention, as stated in the circular, 
is to obtain an interchange of ideas on sub- 
jects of municipal improvements of all kinds 
and the most effective methods of accom- 
plishing them. It isa singular fact that in 
the past the members of the boards of en- 
gineers and public improvements of the 
various large cities of the country have taken 
but littie interest in the improvements which 
have been made outside of the limits of 
their own municipalities. The result has 
been that whenever the question of 
reconstructing streets with a new ving 
material has arisen,or the extension of water 
works or the erection of new public bulld- 
ings has been brought before them, it was 
found necessary to appoint a committee to 
visit other cities to ascertain what had been 
accom plished in this line and reap the bene- 
it of the experience.

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DANGER LURKS IR FLOWERS. 


Some Make People Faint and Some Are 
Known to Cause Death. 
Written for the Suxpar Fosr-Disraron. 

Danger larksin mapy pleasant things, even 
the fragrance of flowers. We need not go 
back to the Jugubrious days of the Medicis, 
when foes were stricken Gown in the midst 
of life by inhaling the subtle poison of a 
bouquet to illustrate this fact, for there are 
many people who are made deatbly sick 


when brought near certain flowers whose per- 
fume they inhale. There is more truth than 
fiction in the statement that flowers intox! - 
cate, andthat they should not be permitted 
to remain in the bed-room at night. Many 
authentic cases are on record of painful ac- 
cidents which befell people who slept in 
rooms filled with flowers, One of these is 
the case of a young girl wao was found dead 
In a room where a bunch of lilies had been 
left. An officer stationed at Miliamah fell 
asleep in an alcove decorated with laurel 
roses, and it proved hislast sleep, Similar 
accidents are known to have been caused dy 
fruits of penetrating odor, such as lemons 
and quinces. 

Accidents of this nature occur more fre- 

quently with people who are subject to peri- 
odical disturbances, such as nervous head- 
aches or other chronic ailments. These 
prove more susceptible than people in good 
health. But toxic plants, such as the cruci- 
fereae and the solaneae, are poisonous in 
all cases. The cause of this peculiar effect 
has been widely discussed. he poisonous 
action takes place through the slow and con- 
tinuous inhalation of the odoriferous oil of 
these plants. These oils contain an ether, a 
hydro-carburet, which acts persistently upon 
the nervousand vascular system. Visitors 
in perfume factories are often overcome 
with the odor which prevails, no matter how 
delicate the distilled product is from which it 
emanates. This is not caused by the action 
of the essences and emanation of odors 
alone. The air is still further vitiated by the 
chemical decomposition which takes pase. 
and which charges the atmosphere with car- 
bonic acid, and thereby threatens aspbyxia- 
tion. Some plantsexhale their perfume only 
at night or in dark places. The more pene- 
trating the perfume, the higher the tem per- 
ture, the more intoxicating becomes the 
odor. Ia the forests or the tropics this odor 
is intensified by the emanation of decom pos- 
ing animals and plants. The history of the 
manchineel tree, which Meyerbeer has em- 
bodied in one of the acts of his Africaine, 
is a legend based upon this pecullar action of 
ambiant atmosphere, which does not affect 
those who lie down to sleep under that 
tree. 
Buteven simple every-day flowers prove 
harmfal to some persons. The odor of vio- 
lets, roses and lilacsis unbDearabie to many. 
Ayoung woman was made violently ill by 
the inhalation of orange flowers. Au officer 
in the French army fell senseless to the 
ground whenever he inhaled the odor of the 
peony. Another case is Known ofa young 
girl who was attacked with a chill whenever 
she smelt a rose. 

The influence of flowers upon the voice of 
singers has been discussed by many artists, 
and the opinion of noted singers has been 
canvassed repeatedly as tothe injurious et- 
fects ofthe fragrance of flowers upon the 
voice. Inis ls more often the case with sim- 
pie flowers than with rare exotic specimens, 
The violet, lily, hyacinth and mimosa are 
flowers which are tabooed by all singers. The 
rose is less dangerous. Faure, in his book on 
the voice and singing, recommends that no 
flowers should be left in the apartments 
where singers practice. Mme. Richard 
of the French Opera proscribes the 
use of flowers with her pupils. 
Gabrielle Krauss eschews all flowers, 
especialiy the violet. Mme. Isaac tolerates 
ohly the rose, but will have nothing to do 
with the mimosa, the violet and the lilac. 
Mme. Calve, in a letter, says that she is in- 
variably attacked with vertigo and conges- 
tion, when a tuberose or mimosa is left in 
the room where she sings. she cites a case 
where she took partinaconcert. Her voice 
was in perfect condition. At the end of a 
number she was presented with a bouquet of 
white lilacs, and immediately lost her 
voice, which she could not recover until af- 
ter she had spent an hour in the open air. 
The purity of tone of asinger’s voice is or- 
ten affected by the inhalation of the perfume 
of fowers in proscenium boxes. It is Known 
that odor makes itself perceptible in the up- 
per partof thenasal chamber, where the 
terminal cellules ofthe olfactory nerve are 
located under the mucus membrane. The 
odoriferous molecules which are carried in 
the air act directly upon this mucuous mem. 
brane by dissolving in the secretions, and 
provoking an excitement which is transmir- 
ted tothe central nerve. Tunis is explained 
on the ground of vibratory waves, similar to 
those of light and sound. 

Whether this irritation is chemical or phys- 
ical, itis always produced on the mucous 
membrane ofthe nose. Ihe vocal chords 
are temporarily paralyzed dy reflection. 
Neurasthenic persons are much more subject 
to these peculiar attacks than persons not 
nervously affeeted. A case is cited ofa 
young woman who was attacked with asth- 
ma and almost fainted every time a rose was 
brought near her. She was taken to Dr. 
Mackenzie of Baitimore for treatment. The 
doctor recognized that her trouble was 

urely nervous, and proceededto cure her. 

hen she entered hisroom he held out to 
her arose. She went into spasms at once. 
The doctorsmiledand assured her that it 
was all imagination. The flower was an 
artificial one. 


AUTOMATIC HORSE FEEDING. 


Simple Combination of an Alarm Olock 
anda Few Batteries. 


An electric horse feeder is a new invention 
brought out dy Mr. Alderson of Chesterfield 
for securing the regular feeding of horses 
during the absence from any cause of the 
stableman or groom. The apparatus is de- 
scribed as being very simple, the law of 
gravitation being depended upon to accom- 
plish most of the work. The first requisite is 


an alarm clock, which should be good 
enough notto stop casually, but need not 
be expensive. Ihe electrical plant is 
that needed for an ordinary electric Dell, 
four cells ofthe Leclanche type of battery 
being sufficient for any distance up to 200 
ards. The third portion of the apparatus 
s the feeder—that is to say, the vessel hold. 
ing the corn or corn and chaff, as the case 
may be. The clock, which is the prime 
mover ofthe whole concern, may be in the 
house, the harness-room or anywhere; but if 
it de more than 200 yards away from the

To use the feeder, the first thingi 
the alarm of the clock at the hour r 
is Gesired that the horse should de fed. The 
food is then placed in a tin-like biscuit box, 
which is turned upside down and placed in 
the proper Compartment of the shoot, when 
the lid of the box is drawn out; the corn then 
resting Upon the door of a trap-like arrange- 
ment, he din its piace by a simple contriy- 
ance. When the alarm goes off a button 16 
pressed and the circuit is completed. A 
weight falls, the bottom of the feed-box is 
released and the corn falls out into the man- 


ger.

YESTERDAY’S AUCTION SALE OF MENTOR 
PLACE PROPERTY. 


Sixteen Acres Bold at Fair Prices—The 


Projected Theater at Grand and Olive 
to Bea Big One—Northwestern Prop- 


erty at Auction. 


The week has been a busy one in 
real estate circles, and to the care- 
ful observer a slight improvement in 
the condition of the realty market 
is apparent. The number of large transac- 
tions during the week was small, but there 
was a decided increase in the number of 
small sales over last week. A few important 
sales of real estate were consummated 
during the week, and some interesting proj- 
ects for building improvements were 
gotten under way, among which 
were a $1,000,000 theater and hotel 
buliding which it is proposed to erect on the 
site of Uhrig’s Cave. Another improvement, 
and one for which the plans 
are prepared, is a theater on 
the north side of Olive street, near Grand 
avenue, This enterprise is of even 
greater proportions than was reported 
during the week, and the 0butiding 


will be much larger than was stated. Mr. 
Gerhard Becker, the architect who has pre- 
pared the plans for the structure, 
Stated yesterday that the building 
would have a frontage of 145 feet instead of 
120 feet, as was reported, and that 
its depth would be 143 feet. the 
structure will embruce some entirely 
new features in theater erciritec- 
ture, chief among which is the ar- 
rangement for seating the audience.

commission by Pariiament charged to inves- 
tigate the status of the ez es, the mode 
of trading in future delivery o 1 uce and 
securities. The salient point of this report 
relating to what this commission says of 
future delivery trading, is herewith submit- 
ted, and the manner in which the conmmis- 
sion squashes the would-be reformers may 
be both Interesting and instructive tothe 
followers of Mr. Hatch, the ex t of the 
class of people alluded to above, in this 
st: 

The following translation will give the 
American reader a general idea how this mat- 
ter was treated in Germany, as compared to 
the methods Mr. Hateh is seeking to employ 
in this country: 

The Aeichs-Anzeiger, the official organ of 
the German Government, has recenti 
published the report of the commission ap- 
pointed by the rman Government to in- 
vestigate the status and the workings of the 
exchanges within the German empire. 

This report specifies the various recom- 
mendations of the commission, and for each 
and every recommendation it gives its rea- 
son, based on exhaustive research aud testi- 
mony of parties interested in these questions 
and not ignoring the views of the minority. 

The report embraces the total result of 
nearly two years of iaborious investigations, 
and shows evidence of remarkabie diligence 
and thoroughness. 

The evidence of experts in the followiag 
trades and profession was taken: Brokers in 
stocks and bonds; dealers, jobbers, importers 
and exporters in grain, coffee, cotton, oll, 
provisions, milling products and sugar, 
spices, etc.; manufacturers and dealers in 
goods produced of tron, silk, wvol, wood, 
hemp or cotton; and farmers, lawyers, 
newspaper men, professors of political 
science, ‘ and is contained 
in four of 8,604 pages. 
Besides the report, there is an addenda, giv- 
ing a resume and codification of ali the decis- 
ions of the Supreme Court of Germany in 
cases of litigation coming before it for re- 
view, resulting from ‘‘trades based on dif- 
ferences,’’ whichisthe same as future de- 
livery sales in this country. 

The recommendations of the commission 
have Deen grouped under the several heads. 

It would require too much space and tire 
the reader if we undertook to give the recom- 
mendations of the commission for all of the 
paragraphs and so we will confine ourselves 
tothe third paragraph, treating of future 
delivery sales. 

In the opening words of the third para- 
graph the commission uses the following 
language: 

Though the members were largely com- 

ed of the agricultural or agrarian classes 
and others inimical to Orkings of the EX 
changes, the commission 014 not allow itself 
to be swayed in its Judgment dy the avowed 
animosity of these classes, but took the 
ground that, even ff some minor evils exist 
among a minority in the speculative trading, 
it couid not ignore the respectable and legiti- 
mate majority, which contributes so vastiy 
to the development and magnitude of mod- 
ern commerce,’’ 

The report then recommends that the 
chartering of Exchanges be left to the States 
in which they may be located, and that only 
laws general in their character and scope be 
passed by the Reichstag and thatthe govern- 
ment of the Exchanges and their regulations 


touching upon trade be left to the Exchanges 
themselves, so long as the Exchanges do not 
conflict with the general laws of the county. 

Touching upon trading in futures the com- 
mission says: 

Ihe trading in produce for future de- 
livery. has developed into a form which 
mapat times prove injurious to various 
other interests, especially when outsiders 
participate in this mode of speculation, but 
the commission cannot recommend any 
legislation prohibiting the dealing in stocks 
and merchandise for future delivery.’’ 

Some of the commission, it seems, recom- 
mended that both brokers and speculators 
be registered on all the exchanges inthe Em- 
pire and pay a small annual tee, but this 
was rejectedinthe report in the following 
language: 

An attempt to regulate the free action of 
the individualin this way would lead us 
back to a period of the rights of the individu- 
al which we have fortunately passed by long 
ago.“ 

All recommendations tending to regulate 
future sales to such condition that the out- 
side public would beshy of, was rejected in 
the following words: 

**These are only ingenious devices and not 
based on proper conception of justice,’’ 

Finally the commission reviews the nu- 
merous decisions of the Supreme Court of 
Germany, which seem to be diy muddisa, 
ane this part of the reportis worded as fol- 
ows! 

de decisions of the Supreme Court of 
Germany seem to be much at variance with 
themselves in cases of litigation arising from 
future trading, as frequently decisions in 
one case are exactly the opposite in another 
case, when the basis of action was the same. 

If such is possible in the Supreme Court, 
what can we expect local courts? Hence 
the commission recommends that a plea of 
the trade belnga gambling act, ora „ or

The hot water isa physical 
purifier and a physiological germicide. It 
tones you up- or dowa. 

If you lose in weight that is a favorable in- 
dication. There being no fatty Ober in the 
meat, you put on no flesh. 

I have had two interviews wit Dr. .Salis- 
bury in his private office. Outside in the 
walting-room were a score or more of his 
patients—all hot-water drinkers aud eaters 
of Salisbury eteaks. All appeared to bein 
advanced stages of individualism—boliow- 
eyed and sunkep-cheeked, pale, ghastly and 
wan. All prided themselves on having lost 
flesh. Some had lost, and then gained. 
Others, so I was creditably informed, had 
dled,

AN OUTLAWED AFRICAN OHIRF. 


Bane Heri, Once a Powerful Kiang, Has a 
Price on His Head. 
Special Correspondenee SUNDAY Post+ DISPATCH: 
BERLIN, May 17.—Bana Heri and his sons, 
Abdallah and fomart, have again tried to 
overthrow the German Government in East 
Africa. Telegraphic advices state that the 
proposed Insurrection was soon subdued. 
Bana Heri, the former ruler of Usegua, has 
been @ very dangerous man for some time to 
the colonial enterprises of Germany in East 


Africa, and has never forgiven the dis- 
advantage that accrued to him from the 


treaty of 1689, between the Sultan of Zatisi- 
bar and the East African Co. 

After the slaughter of Missionary Brook 
and fifteen of his colored companions by Ab- 
dallah, Bana Heri’s son, thé latter expected 
to be punished by the German Government, 
and intrenched himself in Saadani, Uwindje, 
and later in Miembule. Maj, Wissman, after 
his return to the coast in. November, 2 
was hospitably received by Bana Hert, but 
afterthe suppression of the insurgents in 
Bagamoyo and Dar-es-Salaam, was forced to 
take a stand against Bana Heri. On Jane 6 
Saadani was pillaged and razed to the 
around. The coloalal troops then attacked 
Uwindje, and this place was also taken. 

Bana Heri had intrenched himself in Mlem- 
bule, and from there committed tefribie 
Gepredations. On Jan. (this strongly fort. 
fied place was also taken by a battalion led 
by Rochas Schmidt. It was one of the bit- 
terest fights that ever occurred in Affica. 
But Bana Heri escaped again, and on April é 
asked for peace, His ammunition had given 
out, bis army of a thousand mefi Were on the 
point of starvafion, and he surrendered on

Wali (Mayor) of Saadani, Or political reasons. 
But WAI was still dissatisied. He 
placed himself again at the head ot insur- 
gent troups and refused to appear when he 
was cited to come before Col. Von Manteuffel, 
who went to Miembule, where he found that 
Bana Heri had gone.
